piH^rsonnel in th s State who will be from outside iLe State. 
Th^ figures a^out the recruitment to all India services dnrirg 
the last decade and sii ce 1949 when the Service was iriii- 
tared will in^licate a very alarm ng situation. Durirg a 
period of 8 vears from 1956 to 1963, about 704 pec rle i ave 
bean recruitel for I.A.S, and LF.S.; out rf that frcm our 
State onlv 25 people have been taken from our State and 
prior to 193^, that is since the inception of the service in 
1949 to I 956 only 5 candidates have been taken frcm Ai cU la 
Pradesh. The year - wise figures of all States and some of 
our neighbourii g states are quite revealing.
